Ignatius  Mission  beckons  travelers  along  US  Highway  93 


IN  the  wilderness  of  19th  century 
Montana  there  was  at  least  one 
oasis  of  culture  and  civilization — the 
St.  Ignatius  Mission. 

Founded  in  1854  by  two  Jesuit 
priests  named  Hoecken  and  Mene- 
trey,  the  mission  served  for  several 
decades  as  the  seat  of  Indian  educa- 
tion in  the  Northwest.  It  was  the 
second  Catholic  mission  in  Montana 
and  only  the  fifth  established  by 
Jesuits  in  the  northwest  United 
States.  It  was  also  the  first  church 
settlement  in  Montana  to  benefit  from 
the  presence  of  nuns  and  to  set  up 
resident  trade  schools  for  Indians. 

The  site  of  the  mission  had  been 
used  as  a  rendezvous  prior  to  1854 
by  the  Flathead,  Kootenai  and  Pend 
d'Oreille  Indians;  it  was  therefore  a 
logical  place  for  the  "blackrobes"  to 
begin  their  educational  ministry. 

Western  Montana  was  the  second 
home  of  the  St.  Ignatius  Mission.  It 
had  originally  been  established  by 
Father  Peter  DeSmet  on  the  bank  of 
the  Pend  d'Oreille  River  in  what  is 
now  Washington  state. 

The  Jesuit  community  that  sprang 
to  life  in  1854  consisted  of  the  two 
priests  and  three  brothers.  By  the 
following  spring,  more  than  1,000  In- 
dians took  up  permanent  residence 
near  the  new  mission. 

That  summer,  the  famous  Hell 
Gate  Council  was  held  near  the 
present-day  city  of  Missoula.  The 
treaty  signed  there  created  the  orig- 
inal Flathead  Indian  Reservation  and 
called  for  teachers  and  tradesmen  to 
instruct  the  several  tribes. 

The  first  school  was  opened  in 
1856,  followed  by  lumber  and  flour 
mills,  smith  and  carpenter  shops. 

In  1864,  a  hospital  and  girls' 
school,  run  by  the  Sisters  of  Provi- 
dence, opened. 


Ten  years  later,  federal  money 
brought  a  "golden  era"  to  the  mis- 
sion. A  printing  press  made  possible 
a  dictionary,  a  book  of  Bible  stories 
and  other  works  printed  in  the 
Kalispel  language.  In  1888,  a  boys' 
boarding  school  was  erected.  In  its 
heyday  the  mission  saw  a  peak  en- 
rollment of  400  students. 

The  death  knell  began  to  sound  for 
St.  Ignatius  in  1896  when  Congress 
voted  to  discontinue  government  aid. 
That  year  fire  also  destroyed  the 
boys'  school  and  dormitory. 

In  1954  the  mission  celebrated  100 
years  of  service  to  the  Indian  people. 
Francis  Cardinal  Spellman  conducted 
centennial  services. 

Several  of  the  mission's  buildings 
remain,  but  it  is  the  huge  brick 
church — still  used  by  area  Catholics 
— that  lures  travelers  from  Highway 
93.  In  1973,  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Interior  declared  the  mission  a  Na- 
tional Historic  Site. — Gary  Turbak

OUR  DESK 


It  isn't  often  that  a  participant 
steps  up  to  comment  on  a  moment 
in  history.  Gen.  Albert  C.  Wede- 
meyer,  USA,  Ret.,  does  us  that  favor 
with  these  personal  remarks  about 
the  June  American  Legion  Magazine 
article  concerning  U.S.-British  de- 
bates on  when  and  where  to  invade 
Europe  during  World  War  II. 

Gen.  Wedemeyer  participated  in 
the  famous  Roosevelt-Churchill  dis- 
cussions.

World  War  II 
strategy  in  'A 
Night  in  June.' 
It  was  my  firm 
opinion  then, 
and  reinforced 
strongly  now, 
that  military  op- 
erations are  not 


conducted    sim-  Wedemeyer 
ply  to  kill  and 

destroy  an  enemy.  There  must  be 
another  objective — a  constructive 
one,  and  the  operations  that  I  rec- 
ommended to  my  boss,  Gen.  George 
C.  Marshall,  were  designed  to  accom- 
plish political  and/ or  economic 
objectives.  In  defeating  the  enemy  in 
Western  and  Central  Europe,  I  hoped 
that  Anglo-American  forces  would 
be  in  control  of  those  areas  at  war's 
end. 

If  we  had  conducted  the  inva- 
sion in  1943,  which  I  am  confident 
we  were  capable  of  doing,  we  would 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  enemy 
situation,  which  included  the  fact 
that  the  bulk  of  Nazi  air  and  ground 
forces  were  irretrievably  and  deeply 
committed  in  Russia  as  far  east  as 
Stalingrad.  Also  the  Allied  leaders 
had  information  concerning  enemy 
capabilities,  dispositions,  and  even  at 
times  the  enemy's  intentions  (this 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Allies 
had  broken  the  enemy  code  and  were 
intercepting  almost  all  of  his  mes- 
sages) . 

"In  lieu  of  conducting  operations 
in  1943  and  thus  denying  the  vital 
areas  of  Western  and  Central  Europe 
to  the  Communists,  we  waited  a 
whole  year  and  conducted  what  I 
termed  "periphery  pecking" — non- 
decisive  operations  in  the  Mediter- 


ranean area.  Obviously  these  were 
designed  to  strengthen  the  lines  of 
communications  between  the  ele- 
ments of  the  then  existing  British 
Empire.  History  records  that  the 
Russians  recovered  in  the  east,  al- 
most annihilated  Nazi  resistance,  and 
dashed  westward  unabated,  penetrat- 
ing deep  into  Central  Europe  and 
even  into  Europe  proper.  The  result: 
the  Nazis  were  removed  from  power 
in  that  area,  but  the  Communists  re- 
placed them. 

"These  ideas — all  concepts — were 
repeatedly  explained  to  Gen.  Mar- 
shall, who  approved  them  and  was 
very  determined  to  implement  that 
scheme  of  maneuver,  but  the  'British 
Empire  first'  ideas  of  Winston 
Churchill  reinforced  by  his  dramatic 
skill  and  unequalled  oratory  caused 
our  President  to  yield.  In  April  1942, 
I  accompanied  Marshall  and  Presi- 
dential Assistant  Harry  Hopkins  to 
London  to  explain  the  above  broad 
scheme  of  maneuver  to  the  British 
military  planners  and  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff.  I  believe  (I  may  be  wrong) 
that  the  professional  military  minds 
in  that  group  generally  accepted  the 
entire  idea,  but  they  were  influenced 
by  the  political  genius  (the  hero  of 
Gallipoli  of  WWI,  Winston  Churchill) 
to  undertake  the  Mediterranean  op- 
erations."

Alaska,  the  49th  state,  is  a  land 
of  beauty  and  breathtaking 
scenery.  It  is  also  a  land  of  tremen- 
dous natural  resources.  And  it  is  a 
land  of  controversy. 

Alaska  has  been  described  as  the 
"last  frontier"  of  the  states  on  the 
North  American  continent,  yet  it  is 
accessible  by  highway.  And  over 
that  highway,  across  Canada,  flow 
workers  in  search  of  jobs  and  tour- 
ists eager  for  new  national  parks, 
recreation  areas  and  wilderness. 

Many  think  of  Alaska  as  a  land  of 
perpetual  ice  and  snow.  Not  so.  Even 
in  winter,  sizeable  sections  aren't 
any  colder  than,  say,  Chicago. 

Many  know  that  Alaska  is  big  in 
land  size,  but  few  realize  that  it  is 
bigger  than  Texas,  California  and 
Montana  combined. 

Alaska  means  many  things  to 
many  people.  This  state  that  is  the 
most  northern,  eastern  and  western 
of  the  United  States  offers  a  vast 
storehouse  of  timber,  oil,  coal,  gold — 
all  ready  for  the  taking.  Great  for- 
tunes once  again  can  be  carved  from 
the  earth  if  Congress  permits  it. 
That's  where  the  "controversy"  in 


Alaska  begins.  Should  developers, 
promoters,  entrepreneurs,  industrial- 
ists and  businessmen  search  for 
riches  in  a  manner  as  unrestrained 
as  a  Forty-Niner?  Or  should  ecolo- 
gists  and  environmentalists  prevail 
in  their  struggle  to  preserve  114  mil- 
lion acres  of  Alaska's  total  of  375 
million  acres  for  the  future. 

Whatever  the  outcome  of  this 
struggle,  Alaska  is  America's  last 
frontier.  Everyone  has  heard  of  it. 
The  word  conjures  images  of  the 
Klondike  Gold  Rush  days  and  the 
800-mile  oil  pipeline  that  stretches 
from  the  north  at  Prudhoe  Bay  on 
the  North  Slope  in  the  Arctic  to  the 
southern  port  of  Valdez. 

A  few  thousand  former  GIs  re- 
member a  cold,  foggy,  bitter  cam- 
paign in  World  War  II  against  the 
Japanese  in  the  Aleutians  and  a  few 
thousand  others  remember  "Cold 
War"  outposts  against  the  Soviets. 

Alaska  really  is  an  anomaly  where 
the  beauty  is  matched  only  by  the 
richness  of  its  resources;  where  the 
struggle  between  development  and 
environment  now  is  joined. 

The  area  was  first  populated  by 


the  Indians,  Eskimos  and  Aleuts. 
Then  came  a  handful  of  Russians, 
then  the  Americans.  The  huge  terri- 
tory was  first  claimed  by  the  Rus- 
sians. In  1867  Sec'y  of  State  William 
Seward  who  served  under  Presidents 
Lincoln  and  Andrew  Johnson  bought 
the  entire  area  for  a  mere  $7  million. 
Wags  called  it  "Seward's  Folly." 

But  a  sequence  of  events  soon  de- 
veloped. In  1878,  the  first  salmon 
cannery  was  built,  tipping  off  the 
wealth  of  Alaskan  fishery  resources. 
Gold  was  discovered  in  the  Juneau 
area  in  1880,  causing  the  first  real 
push  of  Americans  into  the  area. 
Then  followed  the  discovery  of  more 
gold  in  the  Klondike  region  of  Can- 
ada's Yukon  territory  and  the  real 
"gold  rush"  to  Alaska  was  on. 

In  1912,  Congress  authorized  lim- 
ited territorial  government  for  the 
Alaska  region.  In  1942  we  had  to  de- 
fend it  when  the  Japanese  invaded 
the  Aleutian  islands,  the  last  link  of 
what  may  once  have  been  a  land 
bridge  across  the  Bering  Sea  to  Asia. 
It  was  during  World  War  II  that  the 
United  States,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Canadian  Government,  built  the 
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Caribou  graze  near  the  pipeline  on  Alaska's  oil-rich  North  Slope 


Alcan  (Alaska-Canadian)  Highway 
to  facilitate  the  supply  of  U.S.  forces 
in  Alaska.  In  1959,  Alaska  became 
the  49th  state  of  the  American  union. 

When  it  became  a  state,  Alaska 
was  given  permission  by  Congress  to 
select  103  million  acres  of  its  land 
for  its  own  use.  In  1971,  Congress 
agreed  to  give  the  Eskimos,  Indians 
and  Aleuts  nearly  a  billion  dollars 
and  the  right  to  choose  another  40 
million  acres  in  settlement  of  the 
claims  they  may  have  had  when 
statehood  was  voted.  Congress  then 
ordered  the  U.S.  Department  of  In- 
terior to  propose  some  80  million 
acres  as  "national  interest"  lands  for 
parks  and  wildlife  refuges. 

Subsequently,  Rep.  Morris  Udall 
of  Arizona  introduced  legislation  in- 
creasing "national  interest"  lands  to 
114  million  acres.  This  legislation 
now  is  being  considered  by  Congress. 

Under  Interior's  proposal,  there 
would  be  nine  new  and  two  enlarged 
parks  in  Alaska.  The  proposal  would 
reflect  the  character  and  diversity  of 
the  region — from  the  magnificent 
Wrangell  and  St.  Elias  Mountains  to 
the  Brooks  Range  wilderness.  Be- 
tween Anchorage  and  Fairbanks 
lies  the  Alaska  Range,  which  is 
capped  by  North  America's  highest 
peak — Mount  McKinley. 

Each  new  park  area  and  the  ex- 
tension of  two  others  would  provide 
a  distinct  and  unique  addition  to  the 
nation's  National  Parks  System. 

At  the  direction  of  Congress,  the 
Interior  Department  in  1973  recom- 
mended 83  million  acres  of  federal 
public  land  in  Alaska  be  withdrawn 
for  study  as  potential  additions  to 
parks,  wildlife  refuges,  forests  and 
wild  and  scenic  river  systems. 

Of  this  withdrawal  of  public  land, 
Interior  recommended  that  some  32

million  acres  be  set  aside  for  addi- 
tions to  two  existing  national  parks 
and  the  creation  of  nine  new  parks. 

The  proposed  parks  and  additions 
would  include  the  habitat  of  the 
peregrine  falcon,  wolf,  brown  bear, 
Dall  sheep,  moose  and  the  essential 
range  for  caribou  herds. 

Interior's  proposal  also  would  save 
prehistoric  and  paleontological  re- 
sources, including  relics  of  the  sus- 
pected submerged  Bering  Sea  land 
bridge  to  Asia. 

The  extension  of  two  existing  na- 
tional parks  and  the  creation  of  nine 
more  and  the  acreage  involved  under 
Interior's  original  plan  are: 

McKinley   National   Park  (addi- 
tion) ;  3.18  million  acres 
Katmai  National  Park  (addition) ; 

1.87  million  acres 
Aniakchack  Caldera  National  Mon- 
ument; 440,000  acres 
Wrangell-St.  Elias  National  Park; 

8.64  million  acres 
Gates  of  the  Arctic  National  Park ; 

8.36  million  acres 
Yukon-Charley  National  Rivers ; 

1.97  million  acres 
Kobuk  Valley  National  Monument ; 

1.85  million  acres 
Chukchi-Imurk  National  Reserve; 

2.69  million  acres 
Cape  Krusenstern  National  Monu- 
ment; 350,000  acres 
Harding  Icefield-Kenai  Fjords  Na- 
tional Monument;  300,000  acres 
Lake  Clark  National  Park;  2.61 

million  acres 
Congress  has  weighed  the  Interior 
Department's  proposals  since  1974. 
It  must  decide  by  1978  if  these  parks 


and  additions  will   come  to  pass. 

All  of  the  proposed  park  areas 
would  be  accessible  by  automobile  or 
automobile  ferry  from  the  lower  48 
states. 

The  primary  land  route  runs  from 
Mile  Zero  at  Dawson  Creek,  in  upper 
central  British  Columbia,  to  Alaska. 
This  is  a  high-standard  gravel  road 
that  may  require  an  extra  set  of  tires 
for  your  automobile  or  camper.  The 
marine  route  usually  begins  at  Seat- 
tle on  a  State  of  Alaska  ferry  or 
from  Kelsey  Bay  on  Vancouver  Is- 
land, British  Columbia,  or  on  provin- 
cial ferries  from  Prince  Rupert.  Mile 
Zero  at  Dawson  Creek,  for  the  reg- 
ular interior  route  of  the  Alaska 
highway,  may  be  reached  by  various 
highways  from  the  48  lower  states 
through  Calgary  and  Edmonton  or 
through  British  Columbia's  Caribou 
country  via  Prince  George  (561 
miles  from  Seattle).  From  there  up 
through  British  Columbia  and  the 
Yukon  to  the  Alaska  border  is  1,221 
miles.  It's  another  298  miles  to  Fair- 
banks or  534  miles  to  Anchorage. 

Alaska  is  not  as  far  away  from  the 
population  centers  of  the  1970's  as 
Yellowstone  National  Park  in  Wy- 
oming was  in  the  1870's. 

Even  with  the  Gold  Rush  and  then 
statehood,  Alaska  was  never  really 
in  focus  until  1968,  when  the  great 
oil  reserves  of  the  North  Slope  (esti- 
mated at  anywhere  from  12  to  75 
billion  barrels)  were  tapped.  Oil 
from  Prudhoe  Bay  started  flowing 
through  the  800-mile  pipeline  to  Val- 
dez  June  20.  But  the  initial  flow  was

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Alaskan  Preservation 
Plan  Called  'Myopic' 

By  SEN.  MIKE  GRAVEL,  Democrat,  Alaska 


Congressman  Morris  Udall  has 
introduced  a  measure  which 
would  create  vast  parklands  in  the 
state  of  Alaska,  and  the  bill  has 
won  considerable  support  in  the 
environmental  community. 

His  bill,  "The  Alaska  National 
Interest  Lands  Conservation  Act," 
(H.R.39)  is  well-intentioned.  It  seeks 
a  goal  we  all  share:  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  most  spectacular  areas 
of  Alaska  in  their  natural  condition. 

But  it  is  also  a  myopic  bill.  It  is 
based  on  a  simplistic  understanding 
of  Alaska  and  a  failure  to  compre- 
hend the  importance  of  Alaska's 
resources  to  the  rest  of  the  country. 

The  fact  is  that  H.R.39  would 
affect  nearly  150  million  acres  in 
Alaska:  114  million  would  be  desig- 
nated as  parks,  wildlife  refuges  and 
as  wild  and  scenic  rivers;  another 
35  million  would  be  declared  na- 
tional wilderness  areas. 

That  150  million  acres  is  40  per- 
cent of  our  state,  an  area  close  to 
the  size  of  Texas  (171  million  acres). 
What  would  be  Congressman  Udall's 


reaction  to  a  proposal  to  close  40 
percent  of  his  home  state  of  Arizona 
to  all  development? 

What's  more,  an  even  larger  area 
is  affected  because:  1)  areas  may 
become  "landlocked,"  that  is,  trapped 
within  reserved  lands  across  which 
we  cannot  build  roads,  utility  lines, 
etc.;  and  2)  the  strict  clean  air 
requirements  applying  to  the  parks 
and  other  reserved  areas  may  pre- 
clude growth  in  the  bordering  lands. 

I  am  not  advocating  rapid,  un- 
planned development.  I  am  as  anx- 
ious as  anyone  to  preserve  Alaska's 
outstanding  scenic  and  wilderness 
areas. 

But  H.R.39  is  the  wrong  way  to 
achieve  this.  It  is  wrong  because  it 
jeopardizes  our  access  to  natural 
resources  which  are  of  great  signifi- 
cance to  the  United  States.  H.R.39 
even  prevents  us  from  learning  the 
extent  of  these  resources,  because  it 
would  prohibit  exploration. 

Take  the  case  of  oil.  Prudhoe  Bay 
today  contains  29.4  percent  of  all 
U.S.  proven  reserves  of  oil  and  11.8 


percent  of  all  our  proven  gas  re- 
serves. Throughout  the  rest  of 
Alaska,  there  are  170  million  acres 
of  sedimentary  basins,  geologic  areas 
of  oil-bearing  potential.  If  H.R.39 
were  to  pass,  70  million  of  those 
acres  could  not  even  be  explored  for 
their  petroleum  potential. 

Alaska  also  has  an  enormous  po- 
tential hydroelectric  capacity:  171,- 
839  million  kilowatt  hours  per  year, 
according  to  the  Department  of 
Interior's  Alaska  Power  Administra- 
tion. H.R.39  would  prevent  the  de- 
velopment of  80.6  percent  of  this 
potential. 

In  agriculture,  Alaska  contains  20 
million  acres  on  which  crops  could 
be  grown.  H.R.39  would  preclude 
development  of  6.8  million  acres. 

Alaska — and  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
try with  it — deserves  a  better,  more 
flexible  method  of  dealing  with  its 
resources  and  its  wilderness.  Most 
of  all,  the  state  of  Alaska  needs 
a  system  that  takes  into  account 
how  much  we  don't  know  about  the 
resources. 


How  Do  We  Utilize 
This  Beautiful  Land?

AT  the  moment,  land  is  the  num- 
ber one  topic  of  conversation 
in  the  state  of  Alaska  today.  To 
bring  you  into  closer  focus  on  this 
topic  of  land,  let  me  give  you  a  very 
brief  outline  of  how  the  issue  started 
and  where  it  rests  today.  Under 
Section  17(d)  (2)  of  the  Alaska 
Native  Claims  Settlement  Act  of 
1971,  Congress  authorized  the  Secre- 
tary of  Interior  to  withdraw  up  to 
80  million  acres  of  federal  public 
land  for  study  as  potential  additions 


to  the  national  parks,  wildlife  ref- 
uges, forests,  and  wild  and  scenic 
rivers  systems.  These  withdrawals 
will  terminate  in  December  1978,  un- 
less Congress  takes  some  specific 
action  to  permanently  designate 
these  withdrawn  lands. 

In  1973,  then  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  Rogers  C.  B.  Morton,  rec- 
ommended that  83  million  acres  be 
placed  in  the  four  systems.  Of  this 
acreage,  the  Secretary  recommended 
that  32  million  acres  be  placed  in 


national  parks.  However,  the  only 
figure  to  be  worked  with  in  deter- 
mining the  disposition  of  d-2  lands 
is  the  80  million  acres  withdrawn 
for  study,  as  set  by  Congress.  It  is 
this  figure  that  is  to  be  worked  up 
to,  and  not  added  on  to.  The  mis- 
conception of  this  fact  is  one  of  the 
hardest  points  we  have  to  hurdle  in 
order  to  bring  the  real  crux  of  the 
problem  of  land  disposition  in 
Alaska  to  everyone's  attention. 
The  real  heart  of  the  d-2  public 
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land  issue  is  not  how  much  land  is 
to  be  set  aside,  but  rather  how  we 
utilize  this  land.  Simply  put.  But,  not 
so  simply  rectified  or  accomplished. 
The  Congressional  decision  on  d-2 
lands  has  many  complex  and  vital 
aspects  and  will  not  be  simple  to 
render. 

Of  major  importance  to  the  future 
security  and  energy  needs  of  our 
nation  will  be  the  effect  of  the  final 
d-2  determination  on  the  ability  of 
the  United  States  to  develop  the 
mineral  resources  contained  within 
d-2  lands.  Alaska  represents  Amer- 
ica's last  great  storehouse  of  min- 
eral resources,  and  we  had  better 
make  the  best,  and  most  accurate, 
decision  on  the  disposition  of  these 
lands  if  we  are  to  reap  the  benefits 
of  their  wealth. 

Another  important  thing  to  re- 
member about  this  vast  resource 
wealth  is  that  it  remains  virtually 
unexplored.  Currently,  accurate  esti- 
mates on  mineral  potential  can  only 
be  stated  for  small  areas  which  have 
been  properly  inventoried.  The 
greater  bulk  of  Alaska's  federal 
lands  still  need  to  be  properly  ex- 
plored and  inventoried  before  accu- 
rate mineral  resource  data  can  be 
formulated.  Consider  this:  16  of  18 
critical  minerals  listed  by  the  Coun- 
cil on  International  Economic  Policy, 
of  which  the  United  States  is  15-100 
percent  dependent  upon  foreign 
sources  for  supply,  are  found  in 
quantities  in  Alaska  which  would 
justify  their  recovery  if  they  were 
located  in  other  developed  areas  of 
the  world.  In  addition,  the  Council 
lists  10  other  minerals  found  in 
Alaska  that  the  United  States  is 
15-100  percent  dependent  upon  for- 
eign sources  for  supplying.  Alaska's 
mineral  resources  could  be  of  great 
assistance  to  the  nation  in  preserving 
its  national  security  by  reducing 
America's  dependence  on  foreign 
sources  for  strategic  and  other 
minerals. 

Above  all,  this  decision  must  not 
be  controlled  by  a  "numbers  game," 
in  which  any  specific  acreage  figure 
is  the  goal  to  meet  for  inclusion  in 
the  National  Park  System  or  any 
other  management  system. 

There  already  is  a  plan  to  carry 
out  these  concepts,  and  this  plan  can 
do  much  in  bringing  the  lands  into 
proper  management  and  usage.  Gov. 
Jay  Hammond,  Rep.  Don  Young  and 
I  have  formulated  a  d-2  position 
which  we  plan  to  submit  to  Congress. 
Under  the  proposal,  certain  lands 
would  be  placed  in  "core  areas,"  to 
be  designated  as  national  parks, 
wildlife  refuges,  forests,  and  wild 
rivers.  Surrounding  these  would  be 
"buffer  zones"  open  to  diverse  uses.

HILL  SPOTLIGHTS  SPOUSE  BEATING. 
DOING  SOMETHING  ABOUT  THE  WEATHER. 
ZEROING  IN  ON  "FIRES  FOR  PROFIT." 


Spouse-beating ,  a  skeleton  in  the 
nation' s  closet ,  is  so  widespread  that 
Rep.  Lindy  Boggs  (D-LA. )  is  leading  a  drive 
on  Capitol  Hill  to  deal  with  the  ugly  prob- 
lem. This  form  of  violence  is  not  confined 
to  homes  of  the  poor  or  alcoholic ,  as  com- 
monly believed,  but  affects  the  affluent 
suburbs  as  well,  she  says. 

The  Domestic  Violence  Prevention  and 
Treatment  Act  would  not  only  seek  fresh 
information  on  this  long-hidden  family 
secret ,  but  more  importantly  would  immedi- 
ately undertake  grass-roots  pro j ects  to 
provide  direct  assistance  to  battered  wives 
— and  husbands.  The  legislation  would 
support  emergency  shelter,  counseling,  hot 
lines,  job  training,  self-help  programs, 
etc. 

Information  on  the  incidence  and  nature 
of  violence  is  deficient,  but  there  are 
indications  that  spouse-beating  is  related 
to  child  abuse,  drug  and  alcohol  addiction, 
divorce  and  other  family-breaking 
problems.  The  bill  directs  the  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health  to  set  up  a 
clearinghouse  to  make  information  quickly 
available  to  communities  seeking  help. 


Back  in  1974,  a  special  White  House  team 
took  a  deep  look  into  the  weather  and  pro- 
posed a  national  climate  control  program, 
including  an  early  warning  system  and  a 
global  monitoring  network.  But ,  like  virtu- 
ally all  talk  about  the  weather,  nothing 
was  done  about  it . 

Now  a  Congressional  bloc ,  aroused  by  last 
winter '  s  unusually  harsh  weather  and  this 
summer's  dust-bowl  droughts  affecting  large 
areas  of  our  country,  is  trying  to  spur 
Congress  into  doing  something. 

The  legislators ,  led  by  Sen.  Hubert 
Humphrey  (D-MN)  and  Rep.  George  Brown 
(D-CA) ,  are  pushing  for  a  measure  which 
would  create  a  sustained  and  coordinated 
program  of  climate  monitoring,  analysis, 
information  dissemination  and  research, 
which  they  say  the  United  States  conspicu- 
ously lacks. 

A  little  known  government  agency,  the 
National  Fire  Prevention  and  Control  Admin- 
istration (NFPCA)  is  leading  a  campaign  to 
take  the  profits  out  of  arson,  and  reverse 
the  spread  of  "fires  for  profit. "  The 


United  States  holds  the  unenviable  world 
record  for  this  brutal  crime,  which  costs 
$5  billion  a  year  and  results  in  some  1,000 
deaths. 

Insurance  companies  are  joining  the 
arson-smashing  drive  by  setting  up  a  com- 
puterized fire  loss  claims  data  bank.  The 
National  Fire  Academy  will  train  community 
fire  officials  in  better  methods  of  detect- 
ing arson,  a  crime  in  which  the  evidence 
of  setting  the  fire  is  often  destroyed  by 
the  blaze.

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The  1922  Washington  Conference  for  Limitation  of  National 
Armaments  provided  the  U.S.  capital  with  one  of  its  first 
major  international  gatherings.  SALT  talks  are  more  intimate,

Since  1974,  the  United  States  and 
the  Soviet  Union  have  been  en- 
gaged in  Strategic  Arms  Limitation 
Talks— called  by  the  initials  "SALT." 
The  talks  have  the  noble  purpose  of 
limiting  the  weapons  of  war,  by 
mutual  agreement,  and  thus  reduc- 
ing the  chance  of  war  itself. 

Repeatedly,  the  U.  S.  representa- 
tives have  made  proposals  to  our 
"opposite  number,"  Communist  Rus- 
sia, for  limiting  both  offensive  and 
defensive  weapons.  Regularly,  the 
spokesmen  for  the  Red  dictatorship 
have  either  flatly  refused  the  pro- 
posals; or,  they  were  grudgingly 
"taken  into  consideration"  for  com- 
promises, as  in  the  first  SALT  talks 
two  years  ago. 

Americans  generally  agree  that  in 
this  age  of  atomic  and  hydrogen 
bombs  every  possible  effort  must  be 
made  to  avoid  a  war  that  could  de- 
stroy millions  of  people  on  both  sides 
of  the  fighting.  Still,  for  many 
thoughtful  people,  there  is  this  nag- 
ging question: 

"Haven't  we  tried  this  limitation 


of  armaments  before?" 

The  answer  is  YES.  We  tried  it 
before  in  the  historic  Washington 
Conference  for  Limitation  of  Na- 
tional Armaments  back  in  1921-1922. 
This  gives  rise  to  other  questions: 

"What  happened?  Why  didn't  it 
work?  What  went  wrong?" 

Let's  go  back  to  those  years,  soon 
after  World  War  I — the  war  to  end 
all  wars  and  "to  make  the  world  safe 
for  democracy."  Let's  review  the 
record. 

Shortly  after  an  election  had  swept 
President  Warren  G.  Harding  and 
Vice  President  Calvin  Coolidge  into 
office,  Congressional  leaders  of  both 
parties  got  their  heads  together  and 
came  up  with  a  plan:  They  would 
get  an  agreement  among  the  "big 
powers"  on  limiting  all  types  of 
weapons  of  war. 

Later  that  month,  Harding  issued 
a  "preliminary  invitation"  to  the 
governments  of  Great  Britain, 
France,  Italy  and  Japan.  A  formal 
invitation  that  followed  added  China, 
Belgium,  Netherlands  and  Portugal. 


The  President  appointed  an  im- 
posing group  of  delegates  to  repre- 
sent America:  Sec'y  of  State  Charles 
Evans  Hughes,  former  Sec'y  of  State 
and  former  Sec'y  of  War  Elihu  Root, 
Sen.  Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  Massa- 
chusetts Republican;  and  Sen.  Oscar 
Underwood,  Alabama  Democrat. 
Other  countries  came  up  with  equally 
prominent  statesmen,  among  them: 
Former  Prime  Minister  Arthur  Bal- 
four and  Sir  Auckland  Geddes  for 
Great  Britain,  Foreign  Minister 
Aristide  Briand  for  France,  Signor 
Schanzer  for  Italy,  Prince  Tokugawa 
and  Admiral  Kato  for  Japan  and 
Wellington  Koo  for  China. 

The  conference  convened  in  Wash- 
ington on  Nov.  12,  1921. 

Harding  said:  "It  is  not  possible 
to  over-appraise  the  importance  of 
such  a  conference.  Here  is  a  meeting, 
I  can  well  believe,  which  is  an  as- 
surance of  the  awakened  conscience 
of  Twentieth  Century  civilization. . .  . 
Here  in  the  United  States  we  are  but 
freshly  returned  from  the  burial  of 
an  unknown  American  soldier  .  .  . 
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contemplating  the  measureless  cost 
of  war  and  the  continuing  burden 
of  armament,  all  thoughtful  peoples 
wish  for  real  limitation  of  armament 
and  would  like  war  to  be  outlawed." 

Secretary  Hughes  warmed  the 
delegates  with  a  speech  in  which  he 
declared:  "This  question  can  now 
be  stated,  with  an  assurance  that 
there  will  come  out  of  this  confer- 
ence an  appropriate  agreement  to  the 
end  that  all  future  war  shall  be 
prevented." 

Hughes  and  the  American  dele- 
gation came  prepared  to  discuss  the 
limitation  of  all  armaments,  in  all 
branches  of  the  military  service.  But 
it  quickly  became  apparent  that 
France  was  dead  set  against  limiting 
land  forces  because  of  distrust  of 
Germany.  France,  under  terms  of 
the  Armistice  and  later  agreements, 
was  occupying  the  German  Rhine- 
land  to  enforce  "permanent"  dis- 
armament of  Germany. 

Finally,  the  delegates  decided  to 
go  after  naval  armaments,  including 
submarines,  and  bring  about  limita- 
tions on  sea  warfare  as  a  starter. 
They  divided  into  subcommittees  to 
look  into  all  phases  of  this  question. 
One  subcommittee  came  up  with  a 
report  showing  the  strength  of  the 
major  countries  in  capital  ships.  An- 
other tabulated  the  size  and  number 
of  guns  carried.  Still  another  pre- 
sented think-tank  opinions  as  to  how 
many  ships  and  their  armaments 
would  be  sufficient  to  insure  that  no 
country  would  be  tempted  to  disturb 
world  peace.  A  subcommittee  was 
designated  to  deal  with  aerial  war- 
fare and  poison  gas. 

Hughes  surprised  the  delegates  by 
announcing  that  there  should  be  a 
"10-year  naval  holiday"  in  construc- 
tion of  ships  of  war.  He  proposed 
halting  all  battleship  building. 

"The  United  States  will  pledge  to 
scrap  twice  as  many  naval  vessels  as 
any  other  country  represented  at  this 
conference!"  the  Secretary  of  State 
trumpeted. 

On  Nov.  20,  the  largest  U.  S.  Navy 
ship  ever  constructed  in  an  Ameri- 
can shipyard  up  to  that  time,  the 
"super-dreadnaught"  West  Virginia, 
was  launched  at  Newport  News,  Va. 
She  was  only  a  hull  as  yet,  but  had 
already  cost  $15  million.  Miss  Alice 
Mann,  who  christened  the  big  ship 
by  smashing  the  traditional  bottle 
of  champagne  on  her  steel  bow,  was 
asked  by  a  reporter: 

"How  did  it  feel  to  have  the  honor 
to  christen  our  biggest  battleship?" 

"I  sent  her  away  with  a  fervent 
prayer  that  it  would  be  the  last  one!" 
she  answered. 

Meanwhile,  the  conference  was 
considering  what  to  do  about  mili- 


tary airplanes.  They  had  before 
them  the  experiences  of  the  late 
war,  in  which  at  first  the  pilots  flew 
observers  above  the  battle  lines  and 
radioed  their  findings  to  the  trenches 
below;  then  pilots  became  gallant 
knights,  shooting  one  another  down; 
and  finally  there  were  the  small  air- 
craft carrying  bombs.  The  members 
met  the  firm  opposition  of  the 
American  delegation  to  limiting, 
much  less  stopping,  "experiments"  on 
airplanes. 

So  what  was  actually  agreed  to  by 
the  statesmen  of  the  most  powerful 
nations  on  earth? 

A  "Treaty  for  the  Limitation  of 
Naval  Armaments"  was  concluded  at 
this  Washington  Conference  on  Feb. 
6,  1922.  The  "Contracting  Powers" 
were  the  United  States,  Great  Bri- 
tain, Japan,  France  and  Italy. 

In  great  detail,  the  treaty  spelled 
out  the  specifications  for  limiting

navies.  It  declared:  "The  Contract- 
ing Powers  agree  to  abandon  their 
capital  shipbuilding  programs,  and 
no  new  capital  ships  shall  be  con- 
structed or  acquired  by  any  of  them 
except  replacement  as  specified  be- 
low. Ships  replaced  shall  be  disposed 
of." 

A  capital  ship  was  defined  as  "a 
vessel  of  war,  not  an  aircraft  car- 
rier, whose  displacement  exceeds 
10,000  tons  standard  displacement, 
or  which  carries  a  gun  with  a  cali- 
bre exceeding  eight  inches." 

Then  came  the  real  heart  of  the 
agreement:  "The  total  capital  ship 
replacement  tonnage  of  each  of  the 
Contracting  Powers  shall  not  exceed 
in  standard  displacement,  for  the 
United  States  525,000  tons;  for  the 
British  Empire,  525,000  tons;  for 
Japan  315,000  tons.  .  .  ."  Italy  and 
France  were  allowed  a  total  of 
175,000  tons  each.  This  was  the 
famous  "5-5-3  ratio"  for  the  United 
States,  Great  Britain  and  Japan. 

The  Japanese  delegates  strenu- 
ously insisted  that  the  ratio  did  not 
give  them  enough  for  their  defensive 
needs,  and  that  they  would  have  to 
scrap  their  new  ship  Mutsu  under  the 
agreement.  The  conference  arranged 
that  the  Japanese  could  keep  their 
Mutsu  and  scrap  one  of  their  older 
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ships.  The  United  States  could  com- 
plete the  construction  of  the  West 
Virginia  and  one  other  ship,  leaving 
only  four  to  be  scrapped,  while  the 
British  could  build  two  new  vessels 
of  35,000  tons  each. 

An  aircraft  carrier  was  defined 
as  a  "vessel  of  war  with  a  displace- 
ment in  excess  of  10,000  tons,  de- 
signed for  the  specific  purpose  of 
carrying  aircraft." 

Even  the  guns  to  be  carried  by 
navy  vessels  were  limited:  "No  capi- 
tal ship  of  any  of  the  Contracting 
Powers  should  carry  a  gun  with  a 
calibre  in  excess  of  16  inches." 

Secretary  Hughes  proposed  a  re- 
duction in  submarines  for  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain  down  to 
60,000  tons  apiece,  with  31,500  each 
for  Japan  and  France,  and  21,000 
for  Italy. 

The  British  delegation  moved  "to 
abolish  the  submarine  completely." 
A  hot  debate  followed,  and  the 
British  proposal  was  voted  down. 
The  conference  then  accepted  some 
pious  resolutions  by  Mr.  Root  that 
said  the  rules  of  international  law 
should  apply  to  "search  on  the  high 
seas."  The  use  of  poison  gas  in  war- 
fare was  "outlawed." 

The  ink  was  barely  dry  on  the  sig- 
natures of  the  delegates  when  the 
race  began  to  construct  navy  vessels 
not  covered  by  the  treaty.  The  United 
States  went  in  for  light  cruisers  in 
a  big  way.  So  did  Great  Britain  and 
France.  In  1921,  Gen.  "Billy" 
Mitchell  declared  that  an  airplane 
could  sink  a  battleship  with  a  bomb. 
This  was  heresy  of  the  first  order, 
but  General  Mitchell  proved  it.  In 
1923,  he  led  a  group  of  bombers  that 
sank  two  old  battleships,  the  Vir- 
ginia and  the  New  Jersey — and  set 
off  the  first  great  program  of  build- 
ing aircraft  carriers. 

Meanwhile,  Imperial  Japan,  still 
smarting  under  the  inferior  role  as- 
signed it  at  the  Washington  Confer- 
ence in  the  naval  ratio,  had  been 
buying  up  scrap  iron  and  converting 
it  into  navy  vessels  of  all  types — 
capital  ships,  aircraft  carriers  and 
destroyers. 

What  the  delegates  to  that  first 
great  disarmament  meeting  failed  to 
take  into  account  was  primarily  this : 

1.  Armaments  do  not  cause  wars. 
Up  to  World  War  I,  most  wars 

were  caused  by  rivalries  among 
rulers  for  territory  and  power. 

2.  Time  changes  all  relationships, 
national  and  international. 

Five  years  before  the  Washington 
Conference  was  held,  the  Russian 
government  was  seized  by  a  cruel, 
shrewd  Bolshevist,  Nicolai  Lenin.  He 
had  used  the  Russian  soldiers  and

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Artist's  sketch  of  brain  pinpoints  motor  regions  frequently  affected  by  strokes 


Stroke.  It's  a  word  so  gentle  that 
it  seems  a  misnomer.  Yet  by  any 
name,  this  accident  of  blood  and 
brain  bludgeons  mankind  without  re- 
gard for  age,  sex  or  race.  In  1975 
alone,  according  to  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service,  stroke  killed 
195,630  American  men,  women  and 
children,  making  it  the  nation's  third 
leading  killer  behind  heart  disease 
and  cancer.  And  that  figure  tells 
nothing  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
who  survive,  only  to  live  out  their 
span  of  years  as  invalids. 

The  American  Neurological  Asso- 
ciation's Committee  for  Stroke  Fa- 
cilities in  Washington,  DC,  reports 
that  of  every  1,000  people  who  live 
30  days  beyond  a  stroke,  only  100 
escape  virtually  unimpaired.  Four 
hundred  have  some  form  of  disabil- 
ity, while  an  equal  number  require 
special  care  and  100  need  institu- 
tionalization. 

Once  called  apoplexy,  stroke  is  a 
malfunction  of  the  vessels  supplying 
vital,  oxygen-laden  blood  to  the 
brain.  When  an  artery  erupts  or  is 
blocked  by  a  clot,  that  blood  is  with- 
held. The  result  is  the  death  of  mil- 
lions of  irreplaceable  brain  cells.  In 
children,  veins  and  arteries  fail  to 


develop,  leading  to  what  physicians 
call  "stroke  syndrome."  In  such 
cases,  ruptures  and  blockages  are 
constant  threats.  When  the  brain  is 
deprived  of  blood  for  whatever  rea- 
son, however,  the  result  is  always  the 
same — stroke. 

Categorizing  stroke  is  virtually  im- 
possible, its  extent  and  impact  vary 
from  victim  to  victim.  Essentially, 
though,  the  cellular  damage  may 
cause  partial  to  complete  loss  of 
speech,  memory  and  arm  or  leg  use. 
In  some  cases,  sight  and  hearing  also 
may  be  affected.  Partly  because  of 
its  unpleasant  aftermath,  informa- 
tion about  stroke  is  avoided  by  many 
people.  Dr.  Bertram  E.  Howard  of 
New  Bedford,  MA,  takes  the  opposite 
view. 

Heralded  by  the  American  Heart 
Association  (AHA)  as  one  of  the  na- 
tion's leaders  in  stroke  treatment  and 
prevention,  Dr.  Howard  is  former 
chairman  of  the  AHA  Stroke  Com- 
mittee and  vice  president  of  its 
Massachusetts  affiliate.  He  also  is 
credited  with  developing  a  program 
which  today  serves  as  a  foundation 
for  stroke  treatment. 

"We  started  the  program  in  New 
Bedford's  St.  Luke's  Hospital,"  Dr. 


Howard  explains,  "because  I  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  results  we  were 
achieving  with  what  was  then  con- 
ventional care.  We  had  a  very  high 
mortality  rate,  approximately  50  per- 
cent. And  those  patients  who  did 
survive  frequently  ended  up  com- 
pletely dependent,  and  were  com- 
mitted to  nursing  homes  to  vegetate." 

Dr.  Howard's  program  goal  was  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life  for  sur- 
viving stroke  victims.  Patient  care, 
begun  in  1964  through  a  grant  from 
the  local  AHA  chapter,  introduced 
some  sweeping  changes  in  the  field 
of  therapy.  Treatment  at  the  time 
consisted  of  bed  rest  and  conserva- 
tive therapy,  frequently  nothing 
more  than  muscle  massage.  At  St. 
Luke's,  Dr.  Howard's  patients  found 
themselves  in  wheelchairs  on  the 
first  day  following  their  strokes, 
starting  self-care  training,  learning 
such  things  as  face-washing  and 
shoe-tying.  By  the  third  day, 
"strokers"  were  on  their  feet,  under- 
going physical  therapy. 

"About  85  percent  of  our  patients 
now  return  to  their  own  homes  as 
independently  functioning  individ- 
uals," Howard  said. 

"Before  we  began  at  St.  Luke's,  63 
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percent  of  our  acute  stroke  victims 
died.  Now,  after  more  than  1,300 
patients  have  gone  through  the  pro- 
gram in  the  last  12  years,  it  is  just 
over  20  percent.  That's  a  drop  of  two- 
thirds!" 

Dr.  Howard  remains  dissatisfied, 
however,  and  pulmonary  research 
now  under  way  aims  at  lowering 
mortality  even  further. 

"The  average  national  death  rate 
still  is  around  47  percent,"  Dr. 
Howard  observes.  "I  think  that  if  our 
approach  were  generalized  through- 
out the  country's  community  hos- 
pitals, that  statistic  would  drop 
impressively.  We  consider  education 
the  key  to  such  program  expansion. 

Only  30  other  hospitals  have 
adopted  Dr.  Howard's  approach. 
What  happens  to  people  who  do  not 
have  access  to  such  treatment?  Es- 
sentially, all  they  can  do  is  take  their 
chances  with  what  is  available.  But, 
Dr.  Howard  points  out,  the  best  bet 
is  not  to  have  a  stroke  in  the  first 
place.  That  is  a  matter  of  staying  fit. 

"Two  things  are  paramount  to  pre- 
venting strokes,"  Dr.  Howard  says. 
"Without  doubt,  the  most  important 
is  control  of  high  blood  pressure, 
hypertension.  Detection  of  carotid 
artery  (major  blood  vessels  in  the 
neck)  narrowing  also  is  essential.  If 
we  find  such  narrowing  early  enough, 
we  can  perform  surgery  and  open  the 
restricted  areas.  Or,  medical  therapy 
exists  f  or  those  who  are  not  willing 
or  able  to  undergo  surgery.  We  can 
give  anti-coagulant  drugs  to  keep  the 
blood  from  clotting,  or  treat  with 
aspirin." 

Dealing  with  potential  strokes  with 
aspirin  is  a  new  technique  and  is  far 
from  widespread.  Doctors  in  Houston, 
New  York  City  and  Toronto  are 
teaming  to  investigate  the  benefits  of 
aspirin  in  treating  transient  ischemic 
attacks  (TIA's)  or  "little  strokes." 

"Older  patients  and  those  with 
hypertension  are  most  susceptible  to 
strokes,"  Dr.  Howard  cautions. 
"Those  with  high  blood  pressure 
should  have  it  treated  and  controlled. 
There  are  other  warning  signs  which 
anyone  can  spot,  though,  if  they 
know  what  to  look  for.  Sudden,  tem- 
porary weakness,  or  prickly  sensa- 
tions and  feeling  loss  in  the  face, 
arms  and  legs  are  early  warnings. 
These  may  last  from  a  few  minutes 
to  a  few  hours  and  affect  only  one 
side  of  the  body.  Passing  speech  dif-

ficulty,  problems  in  writing  or  under- 
standing speech  also  are  indications 
of  future  strokes.  Dimness  or  loss  of 
vision  in  one  or  both  eyes,  sporadic 
double  vision  or  coordination  loss  in 
movements  such  as  walking  or  grasp- 
ing may  mean  a  stroke  is  in  the 
offing." 

Dr.  Howard  stresses  that  if  any 
of  these  symptoms  appear,  a  person 
should  visit  a  physician  immediately. 

Diabetes  also  increases  stroke  risk, 
but  perhaps  the  most  widespread 
contributor  of  all  is  cigarette  smok- 
ing. Dr.  Howard  explains  that  smok- 
ing cannot  be  pinpointed  as  a  specific 
stroke  cause,  but  that  it  does  lead 
to  heart  disease,  and  the  two  ail- 
ments are  related.  However,  the  dan- 
ger of  smoking  becomes  apparent 
when  considering  the  habit's  role  in 
formulae  published  recently  in  the 
"Stroke  Risk  Handbook." 

An  AHA  publication  co-authored 
by  Dr.  Howard,  the  handbook  is  de- 
signed to  forecast  a  patient's  stroke 
potential  within  a  given  period.  A 
60-year-old,  non-smoking  man  or 
woman,  for  instance,  whose  blood 
pressure  is  165  and  has  a  cholesterol 
level  of  285  has  a  2.4  percent  chance 
of  suffering  a  stroke  within  eight 
years.  A  person  of  the  same  age,  with 
identical  blood  pressure  and  choles- 


terol levels  and  who  is  a  smoker 
stands  a  4.5  percent  chance. 

"People  lower  their  chances  for 
stroke  measurably  by  keeping  in 
good  trim:  weight  down,  good  exer- 
cise, no  smoking  and  watch  for 
hypertension.  I  can't  stress  the  latter 
enough.  If  high  blood  pressure  ap- 
pears, have  it  controlled  and  fol- 
lowed. And,  it  is  important  to  have 
regular  checkups." 

While  he  does  not  necessarily  ad- 
vocate changing  locations  to  avoid 
strokes,  Dr.  Howard  does  note  that 
certain  "hot  and  cold  spots"  do  exist 
in  the  nation.  He  is  quick  to  point 
out,  however,  that  researchers  do 
not  know  why,  and  he  is  hesitant  to 
speculate.  One  of  the  country's  hot- 
test areas  is  in  southeastern  Georgia, 
centered  around  Savannah,  and  radi- 
ating into  South  Carolina.  Areas 
with  the  least  number  of  strokes  are 
in  the  Rocky  Mountain  states. 

Dr.  Reuel  A.  Stallones,  dean  of  the 
School  of  Public  Health,  University 
of  Texas  at  Houston,  concurs  that 
the  South  and  Rocky  Mountain  West 
represent  the  nation's  highs  and 
lows.  His  figures  do  not  reflect 
Georgia  as  the  hotbed,  however,  sin- 
gling out  Arkansas,  instead.  Based 
on  1970  death  rates,  Dr.  Stallones 
(Continued  on  page  44)

Two  Exponents  of  Trade  with  Reds  and  the  Third  World 
Tackle  the  Question:  What  s  in  It  for  Us?

As  a  World  War  II  Navy  flier  and  chief  executive  of 
one  of  America's  multinational  corporations,  I  am  as 
ardent  a  believer  as  anyone  in  a  strong  U.S.  national  de- 
fense capability  and  an  equally  staunch  defender  of  the 
private  enterprise  system  as  the  best  and  most  resilient  pro- 
vider of  goods  and  services  the  world  has  ever  seen.  I 
also  feel  strongly  that  the  United  States  must  increase 
trade  with  the  Soviet  Union. 

To  some,  this  may  seem  contradictory. 
Trade  by  its  very  nature  involves  no  conflict  of  ideology 
and  brings  people  of  different  nations  together  in  order  to 
deal  with  each  other  on  matters  of  mutual  commercial 
benefit.  For  Russia  and  the  United  States,  given  their  long 
history  of  antagonism  and  conflict,  trade  provides  a  vehicle 
for  broadening  understanding  between 
the  two  nations.  It  gives  each  country 
a  commercial  stake  in  remaining  on 
friendly  terms,  in  other  words,  and  les- 
sens the  chances  for  a  nuclear  con- 
frontation which  could  devastate  the 
world. 

The  Cold  War  was   a  failure  in 

achieving  the  aims  of  either  the  United 
States  or  the  Soviet  Union,  and,  with 
both  nations  possessing  the  means  for 
obliterating  all  humanity,  both  finally 
began  in  the  early  70's  to  plant  the 
seeds  of  a  new  relationship  which  they 
called  detente.  A  fundamental  part  of 
detente's  success  was  to  be  based  on 
improved  trade  relations,  where  prog- 
ress could  be  made  naturally,  without 
the  necessity  for  long,  agonizing  nego- 
tiations that  could  end  in  failure  or 
loss  of  face.  Positive  developments  in 
this  sphere,  it  was  felt,  could  improve 
the  whole  atmosphere  in  which  nego- 
tiations on  more  politically  sensitive 
issues  would  have  a  better  chance  to  move  forward. 

At  the  Moscow  Summit  in  May  1972,  President  Nixon 
and  General  Secretary  Breshnev  laid  the  groundwork  for 
a  trade  agreement  concluded  the  following  fall.  Under  its 
terms,  the  Soviets  were  to  permit  greater  access  to  their 
market  by  American  firms  and  liberalize  visa  procedures 
for  U.S.  businessmen.  The  United  States,  for  its  part,  was 
to  remove  discriminatory  trade .  restrictions  by  granting 
Russia  so-called  Most  Favored  Nation  (MFN)  trading 
status  and  by  authorizing  the  extension  of  Export-Import 
Bank  credits  on  the  same  basis  as  those  for  the  United 
States'  other  trading  partners. 

This  was  a  promising  start,  but  the  agreement  was  nulli- 
fied at  the  end  of  1974  when  Congress  tacked  the  so-called 
Jackson/ Vanik  amendment  onto  a  massive  new  trade  bill, 
an  amendment  which  tied  granting  Russia  MFN  status  to 
the  human  rights  issue  of  increased  emigration. 

The  results  of  that  Congressional  decision  speak  for 
themselves.  Incensed  at  what  it  considered  meddling  in  its 
own  business,  the  Soviet  Union  reduced  emigration  from  a

A philosopher  once  said,  "Nothing  is  more  powerful 
than  an  idea  whose  time  has  come."  Interlocking  world 
trade  interdependence  is  no  longer  a  mere  "idea."  It  is  one 
of  the  most  forceful  realities  of  today's  world. 

A  National  Commission,  set  up  to  study  and  report  on 
trade  relations  among  nations,  noted  a  widespread  lack 
of  awareness  among  Americans  of  the  implication  of  this 
reality.  Often  this  is  evident  in  a  pervasive,  but  mistaken, 
assumption  that  the  line  between  "domestic"  and  "inter- 
national" is  still  a  useful  and  relevant  tool  in  determining 
national  policies.  The  report  exhorted  Americans  to  manage 
their  affairs  on  the  assumption  that  all  domestic  policy  has 
international  effects,  and  all  so-called  international  develop- 
ments have  domestic  effects. 

If  we  had  any  doubts,  we  have  only 
to  recall  the  oil  embargo  of  1973 — and 
the  subsequent  price  increases — as  pain- 
ful reminders  of  American  dependence 
on  sources  of  supply  in  the  Third 
World,  that  is,  the  developing  coun- 
tries. It  awakens  us  to  the  fact  that 
interdependence  is  not  a  term  which 
applies  merely  to  industrial  nations. 
The  fact  is,  the  bulk  of  the  fuel  and 
raw  material  inputs  for  industry  is  lo- 
cated in  the  developing  part  of  the 
world.. 

Quite  apart  from  the  oil  situation, 
the  potential  scarcity  and  import  de- 
pendence in  non-fuel  minerals  are  also 
serious  prospects.  We  tend  to  hear  less 
about  the  minerals  problem  because,  as 
yet,  there  has  been  no  embargo  on 
critical  minerals,  though  there  have 
been  large  price  increases  for  some, 
such  as  bauxite.  As  American  con- 
sumers, we  do  not  always  realize  that 
we  buy  metals,  as  we  do  fuel  oil,  for 
our  homes  and  cars.  We  tend  to  think  of  toasters,  jet  planes, 
machine  tools  and  oil  refineries  as  things  we  invent,  build 
and  buy — not  as  nickel,  tin,  aluminum,  cobalt  and  manga- 
nese, much  of  which  we  must  import  from  the  Third  World. 
Without  these,  industrial  output  would  decline  even  if  coal 
and  oil  flowed  freely.  They  are  of  strategic  and  economic 
significance. 

American  industry's  stake  in  the  less-developed  Third 
World  is  abundantly  clear. 

The  Third  World,  meanwhile,  cannot  be  regarded  as  a 
monolith  so  far  as  degrees  of  economic  development  are 
concerned.  Third  World  countries  range  from  the  oil  rich 
to  those  in  absolute  poverty.  The  Third  World  does  seek, 
primarily  through  the  United  Nations  Conference  on  Trade 
and  Development  (UNCTAD) — the  so-called  "poor  man's 
club"  of  nations — to  speak  with  a  concerted  voice.  The 
countries  of  the  Third  World  view  development  as  essen- 
tially a  political  matter. 

Among  the  more  dramatic  issues  is  the  call  by  the  Third 
World  for  some  kind  of  indexing  system  to  keep  commodity

NEW  MEDAL  FOR  WORLD  WAR  II  VETERANS; 
The  Defense  Department  has  confirmed  that 
veterans  of  World  War  II  can  apply  for  the 
Bronze  Star  medal  if  you  have  received  the 
Combat  Infantryman  badge  or  Combat  Medical 
badge.  Such  awards  will  be  made  by  DOD  if  you 
will  write  to  HODA  (DAPC-PAP-B)  200  Stovall 
Street,  Alexandria,  VA  22332.  You  must 
enclose  documentary  evidence,  if  possible, 
such  as  a  copy  of  DD-214.  Eligible  are  those 
who  served  after  Dec.  6,  1941,  receiving  a 
certificate  of  exemplary  conduct  in  ground 
combat  against  an  armed  enemy  between 
Dec.  7,  1941,  and  Sept.  2,  1945,  inclusive, 
or  whose  meritorious  achievements  have 
been  otherwise  confirmed  by  documents  exe- 
cuted prior  to  July  1,  1947.  For  this  pur- 
pose, an  award  of  the  Combat  Infantryman 
Badge  or  Medical  Badge  is  considered  a  cita- 
tion in  orders.  In  writing  for  the  award, 
cite  "C-l,  AR  752"  in  regard  to  Army  Regula- 
tions published  Dec.  31,  1974. 

POSSIBLE  PENSION  FOR  WORLD  WAR  I 
VETERANS ;  Congressman  Glenn  M.  Anderson 
D(CA)  has  introduced  legislation  to  provide

CLAIM ;  If  you  write  a  state  veteran  coun- 
selor to  obtain  information  from  a  Veterans 
Administration  file,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  veteran  to  be  identified  with  a  C-number 
or  XC-number.  If  the  C  or  XC  number  is  not 
readily  available,  then  proper  identifica- 
tion of  the  veteran  is  necessary.  All  VA 
claim  files  are  stored  by  the  C  or  XC  number 
and  not  used  by  veteran's  name.  When  C  or  XC 
numbers  are  not  available,  then  it  becomes 
necessary  to  provide  identifying  information 
so  a  request  can  be  made  for  file  location 
and  C  and  XC  number.  This  identifying  infor- 
mation includes:  Veterans  name  in  full, 
Social  Security  number ,  date  of  birth,  ser- 
vice serial  number,  date  of  entry  into 
service,  and  date  of  discharge  from  service.

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Opposing  Views  on  a  Question  of  Increasing  Importance 

Should  United  States  Start 


A national  health  program  is  long  overdue  in 
this  country.  Our  present  system  of  delivery 
and  financing  of  health  care  is  costly,  inefficient  and 
inequitable. 

The  United  States  spends  more  per  person  on 
health  care — $640  per  year— than  any  other  nation. 
And  yet  all  other  developed  nations  have  national 
health  programs,  and  most  other  developed  nations 
have  higher  life  expectancies  for  their  people  and 
lower  infant  death  rates  than  the  United  States. 

Our  system  is  inefficient  because  health  care  is, 
on  the  one  hand,  a  noncompetitive  industry: 

— the  consumers  of  health  care  are  not  well  in- 
formed 

— physicians  largely  make  the  choices  of  care,  not 
the  consumers 

— more  health  care  may  not  only  be  more  costly, 
but  may  also  be  hazardous  to  health  in  the 
form  of  unnecessary  surgery  and  hospitaliza- 
tion. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  health  care  industry  is 
regulated  in  a  piecemeal  fashion,  with  the  controls 
being  in  the  hands  of  the  providers,  so  that  physi- 
cians and  hospitals  in  effect  set  their  own  fees  and 
rates  of  payment,  control  their  own  supply  of  ser- 
vices, and  create  their  own  demands  for  it. 

Our  system  of  health  care  is  inequitable,  because 
despite  the  gains  that  have  been  made  with  Medi- 
care for  the  aged  and  Medicaid  for  the  poor,  there 
are  still  20  million  Americans  without  any  public 
or  private  health  insurance  coverage,  and  another 
30  million  with  such  inadequate  coverage  that  it 
does  not  pay  for  either  minor  or  major  bills.  Many 
of  the  poor  under  Medicaid  are  still  going  to  public 
clinics  because  private  doctors  will  not  see  them. 
More  than  one  third  of  the  poor  in  this  country  are 
not  eligible  for  Medicaid,  because  they  do  not  fit 
the  right  "category"  or  because  they  live  in  states 
with  very  low  income  eligibility  for  services.

The  American  Medical 
Association  endorses 
a  national  health  insur- 
ance program  which  will 
preserve  the  private  prac- 
tice system  whereby  the 
patient  chooses  his  or  her 
doctor,  who  then  deter- 
mines the  appropriate 
medical  care  for  that 
patient. 

To  cover  the  cost,  the 
AMA  has  proposed  to  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives a  national  health  insurance  bill  guaran- 
teeing basic  and  catastrophic  coverage  by  means  of 
private  health  insurance.  The  plan  provides  cover- 
age for  which  the  employer  would  pay  at  least 
65  per  cent  of  the  premium  cost,  and  the  employee 
the  balance.  The  government  would  pay  premiums 
only  for  low-income  and  unemployed  persons. 

We  are,  however,  firmly  opposed  to  a  national 
health  service  as  now  exists  in  England  and 
Sweden;  we  believe  that  a  public  utility  type  of 
system  with  hospitals  nationalized,  physicians 
employed  by  government,  patients  limited  in  their 
choice  of  physician,  and  restriction  of  both  scope  of 
services  supplied  and  payments  allowed  can  lead 
only  to  a  reduction  in  the  quality  of  care. 

Individualized  patient  care  requires  individual 
physician  judgment,  not  services  standardized  by 
regulations  devised  to  cut  costs,  regardless  of  impact 
on  need  or  quality. 

The  assumption  that  a  national  health  insurance 
program  will  improve  the  health  of  the  nation  is 
false.  Health  is  a  product  of  several  factors,  of 
which  availability  of  medical  care  is  but  one.  Others 
which  equal  or  exceed  medical  care  in  importance 
include  nutrition,  education,  housing,  sanitation, 
and  life  style,  not  to  mention  heritage.

As  a  matter  of  fact,  under  the  present  system  of 
medical  care,  the  health  of  the  American  people 
has  been  steadily  improving  for  many  years,  with 
improvement  accelerating  especially  during  the  last 
five  years.  Except  for  cancer,  deaths  from  all  of  the 
top  10  killer  diseases  have  declined,  and  life  expec- 
tancy is  at  its  highest  level  in  history. 

Similarly,  the  assumption  that  a  national  health 
insurance  program  will  reduce  or  contain  costs  is 
false.  Expansion  of  health  insurance  of  any  type 
will  increase  demand,  and  thus  costs,  and,  if  govern- 
ment financed,  increase  taxes. 

Therefore,  the  AMA  believes  that  tax-financing 
of  health  insurance  should  be  limited  to  the  15  per 
cent  of  the  population  not  now  provided  for,  with 
the  rest  of  the  population  covered  and  financed  by 
the  private  insurance  mechanism  now  available, 
with  extension  where  necessary. 

Yes,  the  AMA  favors  a  national  health  program. 
But  it  will  continue  to  reject  a  circumscribed  health 
service,  for  the  entire  citizenry  stands  to  lose  what 
many  consider  to  be  an  American's  basic  right — 
the  best  possible  care  at  the  time  it  is  needed  at  a 
cost  which  all  can  afford,  through  guaranteed  insur- 
ance coverage.

Legion. 

The  Department  of  Indiana  Ameri- 
can Legion  and  the  Indiana  American 
Legion  Auxiliary  play  a  major  role, 
underwriting  a  full  range  of  activities 
that  make  the  difference  between  an 
"institution"  and  a  "home." 

Ten  children,  orphaned  by  the  Civil 
War,  made  up  the  original  enrollment.

Hard-Hitting 
Testimony 

William  J.  Rogers  climaxed  his  year 
as  national  commander  of  the  American 
Legion  with  a  hard-hitting  offensive  on 
Capitol  Hill  in  support  of  Legion  pro- 
grams and  positions  ranging  from  the 
integrity  of  the  VA  hospital  system  to 
national  security. 

In  his  final  weeks  as  commander, 
Rogers: 

•  Testified  before  the  House  Veterans 
Affairs  Subcommittee  against  National 
Science  Foundation  proposals  to  "in- 
tegrate" the  Veterans  Administration 
hospital  program  into  "community" 
health  projects. 

•  Testified  before  the  Senate  Armed 
Services  Committee  against  proposals 
that  would  permit  unionization  of  the 
armed  forces. 

•  Took  the  salute  at  a  special  Marine 
Corps  parade  and  review  at  Washing- 
ton's Iwo  Jima  Memorial. 

•  Entertained  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff 
at  a  reception  to  demonstrate  American 
Legion  support  for  the  Nation's  armed 
forces. 

•  Conferred  with  members  of  Congress 
to  reiterate  Legion  opposition  to  the 
eligibility  of  upgraded  Vietnam  dis- 
chargees for  VA  benefits  and  to  stress 
Legion  concern  about  cancellation  of 
the  B-l  bomber  and  its  potential  impact 
on  U.S.  retaliatory  power. 

•  Met  with  the  ambassador  of  Nation- 
alist China  to  restate  American  Legion 
support  for  the  Taipeh  government  and 
the  U.S.  Mutual  Security  treaty  that 
guarantees  American  help  for  Taiwan 
in  the  event  of  a  Communist  Chinese 
attack. 

•  Spoke  out  in  Washington  interviews 
against  any  surrender  of  U.S.  sover- 
eignty over  the  Panama  Canal  and  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone.

In  his  testimony  on  military  unions, 
Rogers  emphasized  Legion  support  for

tary  is  not  society  at  large.  The  military 
exists  to  defend  and  perpetuate  our 
society,  including  our  unions  ...  no 
question  can  be  left  open  as  to  the  right 
of  command  in  the  officer,  or  the  duty 
of  obedience  in  the  soldier. 

"A  foxhole,  a  ship  in  combat,  or  a 
bomber  on  a  tactical  mission  are  not 
places  conducive  to  the  democratic 
process,"  the  commander  said.  "The 
very  survival  of  a  soldier,  sailor  or  air- 
man engaged  in  combat  is  dependent 
on  each  man  and  woman's  instant  and 
unquestioning  obedience  to  orders  from 
their  commander  .  .  .  The  American 
Legion  believes  that  a  unionized  armed 
force  would  be  weaker,  less  disciplined 
and  ineffective  and  would  seriously 
erode  the  nation's  military  capacity." 

The  Legion  scored  a  significant  vic- 
tory when  the  House  voted  251-160  to 
retain  a  ban  against  use  of  any  VA 
funds  for  President  Carter's  discharge 
upgrading  program.  The  vote  rejected  a 
Senate  position  that  would  allow  the 
VA  to  extend  benefits  to  Vietnam  vet- 
erans whose  less-than-honorable  dis- 
charges were  upgraded  to  honorable 
by  Presidential  order.  The  Legion  has 
insisted  the  case  of  each  such  veteran 
should  be  judged  on  its  individual 
merits  by  a  qualified,  impartial  panel.

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Vet  Enrollment  Dips 
But  Aid  Is  Available 


NEED

The  enrollment  of  veterans  in  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education  has  declined 
severely  in  the  fall  of  1976 — by  some 
375,000  students. 

Some  shrinkage  had  been  expected 
because  GI  Bill  education  benefits  ex- 
pired last  June  for  an  unusually  high 
number  of  former  servicemen — more 
than  3.3  million,  according  to  the  Vet- 
erans Administration. 

Two-year  colleges,  which  account  for 
about  60  percent 
of  the  under- 
graduate veterans' 
enrollment,  have 
been  hit  the  hard- 
est. The  VA  says 
those  institutions 
have  lost  more 
than  a  third  of 
their  veterans  this 
school  year — a 
decrease  of  about 
222,000  nation-  "™ 
wide. 

Nearly  6.2  million  veterans  remain 
eligible,  but  last  fall's  figures  indicate 
only  about  one  of  every  eight  actually 
enrolled  in  higher  education. 

However,  many  veterans  simply  do 
not  know  of  financial  aid  sources  ex- 
clusive to  them  and  their  families — in 
addition  to  the  federal  government.  In 
fact,  much  available  aid  goes  unused, 
not  because  there  are  too  few  eligible 
students,  but  because  students  and  their 
parents  simply  do  not  know  about  them 
and  do  not  apply.  Last  year,  nearly 
$135  million  in  scholarship  aid  went 
unclaimed  and  unspent! 

Sometimes  the  conditions  are  bizarre. 

For  example,  just  your  name  may 
unlock  funds.  Harvard  makes  awards 
to  people  named  Anderson,  Baxendale, 
Borden,  Downer,  Haven,  Murphy  or 
Pennoyer.  And  Yale  will  pay  $1,000 
if  you  are  a  Leavenworth  or  Deforest. 

A  wide  range  of  financial  help  is 
available  exclusively  to  veterans  from  a 
variety  of  sources.  One  of  the  best 
places  to  start  a  search  for  such  funds 
is  with  The  American  Legion  and  its 
Auxiliary.  For  the  Legion  handbook, 
"Need  a  Lift?",  just  send  50<s  to  The 
American  Legion,  Department  S,  P.  O. 
Box  1055,  Indianapolis,  IN,  46206. 

The  biggest  source  of  financial  assis- 
tance for  students  is,  by  far,  the  federal 
government.  There  are  five  major  pro- 
grams now  being  administered  by 
Washington: 

The  Basic  Educational  Opportunity 
Grant  Program  ($790-million  extra  ap- 


propriated in  fiscal  1977)  makes  funds 
available  to  eligible  students  who  have 
entered  an  approved  college  or  univer- 
sity, vocational  school,  technical  school, 
or  hospital  school  of  nursing  and  are 
enrolled  on  a  full-time  basis.  Grants  of 
up  to  $1,400  are  provided,  based  on 
financial  need.  These  awards  can't  ex- 
ceed half  the  amount  you  need  to  go 
to  school,  but  if  you're  still  short,  you 
can  apply  for: 

A  Supplemental  Educational  Oppor- 
tunity Grant  (SEOG).  This  can  add  up 
to  $1,500  a  year  for  students  of  excep- 
tional need.  It  usually  goes  to  families 
whose  incomes  are  below  $9,000.  The 
school  must  match  SEOG  dollar  for 
dollar. 

The  National  Direct  Student  Loan 
program  permits  a  student  to  borrow 
up  to  $5,000  over  four  years,  and  up 
to  $10,000  for  the  entire  undergrad  and 
grad  career.  The  interest  rate  is  only  3 
percent.  Payments  can  be  spread  out 
over  10  years. 

The  Guaranteed  Student  Loan  pro- 
gram was  revised  this  year  to  make  it 
easier  for  middle  income  families  to 
borrow  money  for  college.  Now,  ap- 
proval is  automatic  for  students  whose 
adjusted  family  income  is  below 
$15,000.  If  the  family  earns  more,  they 
could  still  be  eligible  for  the  interest 
subsidy,  but  have  to  fill  our  a  "need 
analysis"  application.  Nobody  is  locked 
out  from  the  beginning.  The  loan  max- 
imum is  $2,500  a  year  and  $7,500  for 
the  four-year  total. 

The  College  Work-Study  Program  is 
a  federally-funded  financial  aid  plan  to 
provide  jobs  to  students  with  financial 
need.  Jobs  run  from  the  menial  to  the 
interesting  and  generally  require  about 
1 5  hours  a  week  during  the  school  year, 
40  hours  at  vacation  time. 


The  government  also  offers  college 
aid  through  its  Nursing  Scholarship 
Program,  the  Law  Enforcement  Ed- 
ucation Program,  ROTC,  the  Social 
Security  Office  and  military  service 
academies. 

Another  fertile  area  of  exploration 
are  the  millions  awarded  annually  by 
various  private  scholarship  programs. 

Established  in  1951  as  a  memorial  to 
Lieutenant  General  Claire  Lee  Chen- 
nault  who  led  the  Flying  Tigers  in 
China  during  World  War  II,  the  Flying 
Tigers/General  Chennault  Memorial 
Scholarships  are  intended  to  aid  quali- 
fied, needy  and  deserving  children  of 
former  members  of  the  14th  Air  Force 
and  associated  groups. 

And  this  is  only  the  beginning.  Add 
to  these  the  sources  of  aid  for  children 
of  armed  forces  veterans  available  from 
the  various  divisions  and  units. 

If  either  parent  is  employed  by  any 
one  of  more  than  400  major  private 
corporations  such  as  American  Airlines, 
General  Mills,  Texaco  or  Western 
Union,  sons  or  daughters  may  be  eligi- 
ble for  scholarship  aid. 

Or  perhaps  a  student  is  the  child  of 
an  active  union  member:  plumber, 
bricklayer,  carpenter,  printer,  transport 
worker.  Unions  organized  for  these  and 
other  crafts  all  provide  college  financial 
aid  for  the  children  of  members. 

The  age  of  computers  also  is  here 
and  the  student  who  wants  to  touch  all 
bases  in  the  quickest  and  most  selective 
manner  possible  can  apply  for  a  special 
student  profile  application  form  by 
sending  $1.00  (to  cover  postage  and 
handling)  to  the  Scholarship  Search 
Information  Center,  1775  Broadway, 
Suite  627L,  New  York,  N.Y.  10019. 

The  student  between  1 8  and  22  years, 
with  a  parent  disabled,  retired  or  de- 
ceased also  could  be  eligible  for  monthly 
Social  Security  checks — if  a  full-time 
student  at  an  accredited  public  or  pri- 
vate college  or  university.  The  Railroad 
Retirement  Act  provides  monthly  an- 
nuities to  the  children  of  deceased  or 
retired  railroad  workers. — Cecilia  Ma- 
guire

pre-Jackson/  Vanik  amendment  high  of 
34,500  to  the  present  annual  rate  of 
13,500.  In  addition,  the  growing  bilat- 
eral trade  began  to  stall,  and  it  has 
remained  stalled  ever  since. 

Those  of  us  who  have  deplored  the 
Jackson/  Vanik  amendment  have  been 
accused  of  not  caring  about  human 
rights.  This  is  emphatically  not  true,  for 
we  believe  that  progress  in  expanding 
human  rights — or  of  dealing  with  the 
host  of  other  delicate  issues  influencing 
U.S.-Soviet  relations — can  be  helped  by 
the  kinds  of  increased  understanding 
greater  commercial  contact  can  bring. 

In  economic  terms,  the  loss  of  po- 
tential trade  means  a  loss  of  jobs  to 
American  workers.  In  1976,  our  trade 
with  the  Soviet  Union  was  only  about 
the  same  as  with  Peru. 

Many  people,  however,  fear  that  the 
sale  of  our  know-how  to  the  Russians 
would  have  secondary  military  applica- 
tions and  also  provide  them  competitive 
advantages  that  we  might  live  to  regret. 

Obviously,  I  believe  the  United  States 
should  continue  to  guard  its  purely 
military-related  technology  as  provided 
by  law.  In  general,  though,  knowledge 
for  other  uses  cannot  be  contained  by 
geographic  boundaries.  Far  more  than 
we  realize,  in  fact,  America  owes  much 
to  technology  developed  abroad. 

The  point  is:  what  the  United  States 
does  not  provide  the  Russians  to  fulfill 
many  of  their  growing  non-military 
technological  needs  will  be  obtained 
from  other  nations. 

The  bilateral  trade  picture  is  not  alto- 
gether devoid  of  hope,  however.  Despite 
the  snail's  pace  of  progress,  more  than 
20  U.S.  firms  have  opened  offices  in 
Moscow  and  dozens  of  Soviet  trade  del- 
egations have  toured  the  United  States, 
all  of  which  has  led  to  the  kind  of  ex- 
panded contact  and  increased  under- 
standing that  bodes  well  for  the  future. 
In  addition,  the  1972  trade  agreement 
is  not  dead,  just  in  a  state  of  suspended 
animation.  It  can  be  revived.

prices  moving  up  in  line  with  world  in- 
flation, and  for  a  tripling  of  their  share 
of  world  industrial  production  by  the 
year  2000. 

While  demanding  an  increase  in  the 
transfer  of  wealth  from  the  industrial- 
ized countries  to  the  Third  World,  the 
psychology  of  the  "new  international 
economic  order"  concentrates  on  na- 
tional control  over  production,  process- 
ing and  distribution  of  raw  materials. 

Seeking  alternatives  has  led  to  a 
greater  resort  to  the  transfer  of  technol- 
ogy— whether  in  the  form  of  patents, 
industrial  know-how  or  trademarks.  The 
developing  countries  tend  to  equate 
economic  development  with  the  process 
of  technology  transfer.  Paradoxically, 
attitudes  are  evolving  in  developing 
countries  which  discourage  the  inflows 
of  the  technology  they  so  desperately 
need. 

The  experience  of  the  industrial 
world  is  that  economic  development  is  a 
function  of  national  abilities  and  re- 
sources. The  developing  nations,  how- 
ever, charge  that  the  economic  strength 
of  the  industrial  world  is  a  result,  not  of 
its  achievements,  but  of  its  exploitation, 
both  colonial  and  neocolonial,  of  the 
Third  World.  Much  of  the  "new  inter- 
national economic  order"  is,  in  effect, 
a  demand  for  reparations. 

The  American  response  in  the  United 
Nations  has  been  that  we  repudiate  the 
charge  that  our  prosperity  has  grown 
from  the  exploitation  of  other  countries. 
We  are  prosperous  because  we  are  an 
industrious  and  productive  people  living 
under  a  system  that  has  encouraged  the 
development  of  our  capacities  and  en- 
ergies. American  industry  wants,  in 
appropriate  ways,  to  help  inspire  the 
initiatives  to  make  the  most  productive 
use  of  technological  transfers.  The  hope 
is  for  accommodation,  not  confronta- 
tion, in  this  effort.  The  need  of  the 
Third  World  for  American  industry's 
contribution  to  its  development  is  also 
abundantly  clear. 

Over  the  next  decade,  the  challenge 
before  us  is  to  respond  to  the  problems 
of  the  world  with  continued  foresight 
and  innovation,  and  the  developing 
world,  as  well,  must  manifest  a  com- 
pelling interest  in  the  continued  eco- 
nomic and  political  stability  of  all 
nations.

peasants  to  install  his  Communist 
regime  and  had  plunged  his  country 
into  economic  chaos.  Statesmen  of 
Europe  and  America  looked  upon 
Lenin  with  contempt,  and  labeled  his 
dictatorship  "that  Russian  affair" — 
a  passing  phase  in  that  backward 
country. 

Late  in  1922,  an  Italian  corporal 
of  World  War  I,  Benito  Mussolini, 
led  a  march  of  his  "Blackshirts"  on 
Rome,  assumed  power  and  began  his 
Fascist  regime  in  Italy. 

In  May  1927,  Charles  A.  Lindbergh 
made  his  "lone  eagle"  flight  from 
New  York  to  Paris,  ushering  in  the 
new  age  of  the  airplane. 

Germany  staggered  from  one  eco- 
nomic crisis  to  another,  until,  in  1933, 
an  obscure  noncom  of  World  War  I, 
Adolf  Hitler,  was  handed  the  power 
of  government  and  installed  his  Na- 
tional Socialist  (NAZI)  regime. 

In  early  1924,  Lenin  died  and  his 
protege,  Joseph  V.  Stalin,  assumed 
the  dictatorship  of  the  Russian  Gov- 
ernment and  people.  In  August  1939, 
Hitler  and  Stalin  agreed  to  a  pact  of 
mutual  support.  On  Sept.  1,  Hitler 
sent  his  legions  against  western 
Poland,  while  Stalin  moved  his 
troops  into  eastern  Poland,  in  keep- 
ing with  the  agreement  with  the 
Nazi  Fuehrer.  This  signaled  the  be- 
ginning of  World  War  II. 

From  that  war,  won  principally 
by  the  bravery  and  the  weapons  of 
American  fighting  men,  Stalin  and 
the  Soviet  Union  emerged  the  fore- 
most victor.  His  triumph  was  due 
in  large  part  to  blunders  by  Western 
leaders  during  and  after  that  con- 
flict— the  greatest  of  which  was  to 
consider  communist  Russia  an  "ally." 
Stalin  brougnt  down  his  Iron  Cur- 
tain, as  Winston  Churchill  said,  "from 
the  Baltics  to  the  Balkans." 

Subsequent  events  have  liquidated 
the  British  Empire,  reducing  its  sur- 
viving countries  to  a  loose  Common- 
wealth of  nations,  and  leaving  the 
economy  of  the  United  Kingdom  in 
shambles.  France  is  still  a  shaky 
member  of  NATO,  while  Italy  teeters 
on  the  brink  of  Communist  domina- 
tion. Only  the  United  States — with 
the  two  countries  defeated  in  World 
War  II,  Germany  and  Japan — stands 
between  the  Free  World  and  the 
Soviet  Union. 

Many  fear  Americans  will  be 
lulled  into  a  false  sense  of  secur- 
ity by  the  spirit  of  detente  and  by 
"disarmament"  talks.  They  ponder 
the  words  of  Lenin,  who  in  a  frank 
moment  expressed  an  abiding  maxim 
of  Communist  policy:  "Treaties  are 
like  pie  crusts — made  only  to  be 
broken!"

recently  computed  Arkansas'  annual 
stroke  fatalities  at  1,478  people  per 
million.  At  the  other  extreme,  Alaska 
registers  only  281  per  million. 

Georgia  ranks  high  in  stroke  pre- 
vention efforts.  A  Georgia  Heart 
Association  pilot  program  begun  in 
1973  placed  blood-pressure  checks 
into  the  Atlanta  school  system.  To- 
day, the  program  continues  to  teach 
schoolchildren  how  to  take  their  own 
blood  pressure,  then  encourages  them 
to  test  their  parents  at  home. 

The  program,  recipient  of  execu- 
tive recognition  from  President  Ford 
in  1976,  has  expanded  into  80  of 
Georgia's  188  public  school  districts, 
and  has  been  adopted  by  a  number 
of  private  institutions.  More  than 
30,000  children  are  enrolled. 

The  rehabilitation  of  stroke  vic- 
tims centers  in  community  hospitals 
or  individual  facilities. 

"In  cities,  occupational  and  reha- 
bilitation therapy  usually  are  avail- 
able," says  Kaye  Schafer,  director  of 
Occupational  Therapy  at  Madonna 
Professional  Care  Center  in  Lincoln, 
NE.  "But  there  is  a  lack  of  treat- 
ment standardization.  A  patient  who 
might  find  certain  treatment  in  one 
facility  might  not  receive  it  in  an- 
other just  a  few  miles  away. 

"We're  not  dealing  with  just  one 
concept  or  aspect  of  disability," 
Schafer  explains.  "Instead,  we  work 
with  the  whole  human  being.  In  oc- 
cupational therapy,  we  work  toward 
normalcy  of  living,  trying  to  get  the 
patient  back  to  what  they  used  to  do. 

"Personally,  I  don't  look  at  dis- 
abilities as  much  as  I  do  capability. 
No  matter  how  totaled  out  a  stroke 
patient  may  be,  there  is  still  some- 
thing he  can  do  for  himself,  even  if 
it  is  so  basic  as  washing  his  face." 

Working  with  stroke  victims  is  a 
family  affair  at  Madonna.  Relatives 
who  become  overly  solicitous  can  be 
disastrous  for  the  patient. 

"That's  why  we  try  to  get  families 
together,  to  get  their  problems  out  in 
the  open,"  Schafer  explains.  "We 
have  learned  that  if  each  member 
realizes  that  they  have  mutual  sup- 
port, a  major  problem  is  solved.  We 
also  encourage  patients  to  learn  as 
much  as  they  can  as  fast  as  they 
can,  then  to  get  out  of  here.  We  still 
can  treat  them  as  outpatients,  and 
we  prefer  not  to  become  a  warehouse 
for  humans. 

"There  is  no  reason  for  someone 
who  has  had  a  stroke  to  sit  at  home 
and  feel  sorry  for  himself,"  she  em- 
phasized. "There  is  nothing  to  be 
ashamed  of  in  having  a  stroke."

behind,  an  education,  social  life,  firm- 
ness and  kindness  pleasantly  mixed, 
basic  religious  beliefs,  and  an  endless 
supply  of  "brothers  and  sisters," 'and  a 
success  story  emerges. 

In  addition  to  the  standard  educa- 
tional curriculum,  Morton  Memorial 
school  offers  an  optional  vocational 
study  program  which  provides  training 
in  baking,  barbering,  cosmetology, 
printing,  and  shoe  repair.  Industrial 
training  is  offered  in  carpentry,  elec- 
tricity, laundry,  painting  and  decorat- 
ing, plumbing,  practical  nursing,  seam- 
stress and  waitress.

Each  student  has  a  bank  account  in 
the  Student  Bank  where  they  can  save 
small  amounts  of  money  and  learn  the 
value  of  careful  spending. 

Superintendent  S.  W.  "Bill"  Brewer 
is  a  former  ail-American  basketball 
player  at  Texas,  El  Paso.  For  the  past 
15  years  he  and  his  wife,  Bonnie,  have 
been  a  strong  influence  on  the  school. 

Every  graduate  of  Knightstown  is 
eligible  for  four  years  of  tuition-free 
education  in  the  Indiana  state  college 
system.  Several  graduates  have  returned 
to  the  school  to  teach.  Verle  Foster,  a 
1952  graduate,  has  been  teaching  at 
Morton  school  for  19  years.  Recreation 
director  Jim  Hart  was  a  1957  graduate. 

With  an  annual  budget  of  $2.5  mil- 
lion, the  Home  provides  the  necessities 
— dormitories,  food,  clothing. 

The  Department  of  Indiana  American 
Legion  and  the  Indiana  American 
Legion  Auxiliary,  with  help  from 
other  veterans  organizations  take  care 
of  the  rest  and  put  life  into  the  words 
of  the  Legion  Preamble  "to  sanctify 
our  comradeship  by  our  devotion  to 
mutual  helpfulness." 

Each  "Legion  Day"  (the  second  Sun- 
day in  September)  each  child  is 
"adopted"  by  a  Legion  family  for  a 
festive  day  of  carnival.  The  Legion 
has  provided  athletic  field  lights,  a 
swimming  pool,  skating  rink,  an  organ 
for  the  chapel,  pianos,  television  sets, 
sewing  machines,  pool  tables,  fences  for 
tennis  courts,  area  lights,  picnic  tables 
and  park  benches  and  flags. 

The  Legion  also  provides  scholarships 
for  graduating  seniors.  It  purchased 


beauty  and  barber  school  equipment, 
athletic  award  jackets  and  sweaters,  pay 
for  numerous  trips  to  athletic  events, 
circuses,  shopping  trips  and  to  the  time 
trials  at  Indianapolis  Speedway.  It 
sponsors  ice  cream  socials,  picnics,  sum- 
mer and  Christmas  vacations,  a  birth- 
day party  a  month — and  the  juke  box. 

Each  Legion  Post  throughout  the 
state  has  its  own  method  of  contribut- 
ing to  the  school.  Bill  Brewer's  Post 
152  at  Knightstown  gives  $152  each 
year;  Speedway  Post  500  in  Indianapo- 
lis gives  a  $500  scholarship,  etc. 

Graduates  include  Frederick  McCor- 
mack,  an  Associated  Press  war  corre- 
spondent in  the  Boxer  Rebellion,  the 
Russian-Japanese  war,  and  during  WW 
I.  Silent  movie  star  Monte  Blue  left 
the  Home  in  1903;  Paul  Mayo  retired 
as  a  major  general  in  the  Army  and 
once  commanded  Fort  Benjamin  Har- 
rison near  Indianapolis.  Tim  Brown 
played  with  the  Philadelphia  Eagles  in 
the  1960's. 

Legion  Post  6,  Kokomo,  IN,  was 
named  after  alumnus  James  Golloday, 
the  third  man  from  Indiana  killed  in 
World  War  I. 

"My  Blessed  Childhood  Home"  was 
written  by  1912  graduate  William  M. 
(Mac)  Schofield.  The  first  stanza  goes:

not  be  reached  from  the  driver's  com- 
partment. The  vehicle  must  be  stopped 
and  the  camper-body  or  trailer  en- 
tered by  its  own  door.  This  means 
that  while  traveling,  the  driver  and 
those  riding  with  him  are  separated 
from  family  and  friends  riding  in  the 
living  unit. 

A  fairly  recent  innovation  solves  all 
the  camper's  problems:  it  is  the  motor 
home,  a  vehicle  that  has  opened  new 
frontiers  to  off-season  campers  in 
areas  as  far  north  as  Alaska. 

In  many  ways  it  is  similar  to  a 
trailer  but,  instead  of  being  towed,  it 
has  its  own  driving  unit  and  the  driver 
sitting  up  front  is  always  in  contact 
with  the  whole  group  of  passengers. 
While  the  car  is  in  motion,  he  can 
converse  with  his  companions,  share 
a  cup  of  coffee  to  relieve  the  monotony 
of  long  stretches  of  thruway  and  be 
kept  alert  by  the  rest  of  the  party. 
After  he  has  parked,  it  takes  him  less 
than  a  second  to  join  the  whole  group. 

Motor  homes  usually  come  custom- 
equipped  according  to  the  buyer's 
specifications.  Generally,  this  includes 
air-conditioning,  gas  refrigerator, 
dining  area  with  folding  table  and  a 
lounge  area.  The  seats  of  these  areas 
convert  into  beds.  Most  models  come 
with  toilet,  shower,  gas  range,  storage 
closets,  drinking  and  sanitation  water 
tanks,  a  bottled  gas  system,  electrical 
interior  lighting  run  by  extra  bat- 
teries charged  by  the  motor's  engine, 
and  a  gas  furnace  to  supplement  the 
engine's  heater. 

This  all  adds  up  to  perfect,  un- 
limited camping  in  the  fall  which,  in 
the  northern  part  of  our  country,  is 
breathtakingly  scenic  and  photogenic, 
the  season  when  leaves  turn  into  a 
riot  of  color  and  the  days  are  crisp 
and  invigorating.  In  a  comfortably 
heated  motor  home  with  all  the  at- 
home  amenities,  even  dropping  night- 
time temperatures  add  to  the  zest  and 
excitement  of  the  venture.  Diehard 
campers  can  still  savor  as  much  of  the 
real  outdoors  as  they  desire — a  cook- 
out  over  a  campfire,  a  deep  sleep  in  a 
sleeping  bag  under  the  stars,  with  the 
motor  home  parked  nearby. 

A  motor  home  can  be  parked  al- 
most anywhere  that  parking  is  not 
illegal  and  does  not  require  specified 
camp  grounds  or  facilities  which  in- 
crease the  expenses  of  a  cross-country 
trip.  The  home  itself,  however,  is  not 
cheap.  A  small  one  made  from  a  small 
van,  when  equipped  with  even  a 
minimum  of  necessities,  can  cost  as 
much  as  a  luxury  sports  car.  A  vehicle 
specifically  built  as  a  motor  home  can 
cost  over  $20,000.  But  you  can  rent 
one,  however,  from  a  dealer.  It's  a 
good  idea  to  rent  and  try  out  several 
makes  before  you  eventually  buy  one.
